CALLOUS council chiefs 
have refused to cancel a £25 
parking ticket slapped on a 
grieving woman’s car wind¬ 
screen while she was in hos¬ 
pital holding her dying 
grandfather’s hand. 

Amanda McFarlane (35), from 
Challinor, Harlow, said she was 10 
minutes late in renewing her three- 
hour parking ticket at the Wych Elm 
car park of the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

Her grandfather (79), from 
Epping, was about to be pumped full 
of morphine to ease the pain of the 
stomach cancer he was diagnosed 
with five days previously. 

Tearful Mrs McFarlane told the 
Star: “In those precious minutes 
before the drugs sent my grandfather 
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into semi-consciousness, I had the 
opportunity to talk to him, comfort 
him and most importantly, hold his 
hand.” 

She was at his bedside with her 
mother and step-grandmother and 
had been there for the better part of 
two days, going home for just two 
hours in the evenings. 

"They did not want us leaving, we 
did not want to leave and I was not 
even thinking about parking," she 
added. 

“For 10 minutes in two days of 
parking, I slipped up.” 

She wrote a letter to the council 
two days later, asking them to let her 
off due to the circumstances - but 


they refused. 

She said: “They did not mention 
once in their reply to say ‘We are 
sorry to hear about your grandfather’ 
or ‘We understand the circum¬ 
stances’. 

“I just got a bog-standard letter, 
saying it was not grounds for an 
appeal." 

She called for the council to give 
her £25 fine to Cancer Research or 
Saint Clare Hospice, in Hastingwood 
Road. 

She said: “If they have any decen¬ 
cy at all, they should do that.” 

Cllr Tony Hall, chairman of the 
council’s environment & community 
committee, said: “This case is cur¬ 
rently on hold. 

“The council would like to offer 
their sympathy for Mrs McFarlane’s 
recent bereavement.”

Cab driver is

A CAB driver in Harlow was 
fined £1,100 and banned from 
driving after admitting more than 
20 offences of working without a 
proper licence or insurance.

Aziz pleaded guilty at Harlow 
Magistrates’ Court to 11 accounts 
of driving a private hire vehicle 
without the relevant licence and 
11 accounts of driving it without 
valid insurance on November 10. 

He was fined £50 on each of 22 
driving offences and was ordered 
to pay £300 towards Harlow 
Council costs.

DOMESTIC 
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COUNCIL officers were accused 
of wasting money and paper this 
week after sending residents multi¬ 
ple letters explaining Harlow’s new 
refuse collection scheme. 

Kenneth Smith (73), of Churchfields, has 
received three identical letters dated 
November 13, 16 and 19 informing him of 
the new waste and recycling collections. 

And he said many of his neighbours had 
also received similar letters. 

“I’ve now received three identical letters 
costing, say, 25p each,” he said. 

“Most of my neighbours I’ve spoken to 
have also received the letters. If they’ve sent 
them to the whole area then they could’ve 
wasted potential hundreds of pounds. 

“I’m not too bothered about wheelie bins 
but what I don’t understand is why they throw 
money away like this.” 

Bridget Me Alpine, of Vicarage Wood, said 
she also had received identical letters. 

“The council’s efforts to improve recycling 
in the town are to be applauded, but I wonder 
if it is going about it the right way,” she said. 

“I have now received a total of three letters, 
two of which have, naturally, gone straight in 
to my soon-to-be defunct paper recycling 
bin.” 

Meanwhile, June Coyne’s green waste bin 
was taken by refuse collectors after she 
placed it inside 
her wheelie bin 
to stop it blowing 
away in high 
winds last week. 

The resident, 
of Waterhouse 
Moor, had lost 
her waste bin 
twice that week 
and thought the 
extra weight 
would stop the 
wind taking it. 

“I didn’t get it out of the bin before the col¬ 
lectors came - that was my fault,” she said. 
“But it just shows they don’t properly check 
what is inside the bins when they collect the 
bins.” 

Councillor Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s environment and community com¬ 
mittee, said the duplicated letters were as a 
result of “human error”. 

“Letters on the roll-out of the new system 
have been going out to properties since the 
end of September,” he said. 

“Unfortunately, last week, some areas were 
sent duplicate letters by mistake due to 
human error. 

“As soon as the problem was discovered, it 
was rectified. We apologise to residents for 
any inconvenience this caused.” 

He said that recycling bins were checked 
by crews before emptying “as the load could 
be rejected by processing facilities if they 
contain the wrong items”. 

But he said: “Crews would only check the 
non-recyclable waste bins if there was con¬ 
cern that they contained prohibited waste.”

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
funding package for a new 
university campus in Harlow 
was finalised this week. 

Work will start on the new £9.3m 
Anglia Ruskin University campus on

The 2,400 sq m building on the 
Harlow College site will be three 
storeys high, have a 96-seat lecture 
theatre and state-of-the-art teaching 
and learning facilities. 

Initially, it will provide a new 
space to expand the college’s Centre 
of Journalism, as well as courses in 
business, IT, health and education. 

Eventually, the new university cen¬ 
tre will offer a wide range of higher 
education provision, meeting local 
students' needs. 

It will also provide facilities for 
use by local businesses and the com¬ 
munity, including an ‘iLab’ IT facili¬ 
ty and conference and meeting 
rooms. 

Some £3.8million was contributed 
to the scheme by the East of England 
Development Agency, while the 
Harlow-Stansted Growth Area 
Partnership, led by Harlow Council, 
paid a further £500,000. 

This has been added to the £5mil- 
lion funding already announced by 
the Higher Education Funding 
Council for England. 

It is hoped this increase will boost 
participation in Higher Education in 
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the town and the economy. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said: 
“Establishing a university presence in 
Harlow is more than just about creat¬ 
ing a building. 

“Anglia Ruskin having a physical 
presence on Harlow College’s site 
and students having the opportunity 
to continue their study here in the 
town will be a key driver in develop¬ 
ing skills relevant to the local econo¬ 
my and raising aspirations.” 

Alison Webster, executive director 
of enterprise and skills at EEDA, 
said: “These types of developments 
provide a focus for innovation and 
aspiration which translate into a 
direct rise in skills levels and real 
improvements in the local economy. 

“Harlow, traditionally, has a very 
low rate of participation in higher 
education and this can affect the 
town's ability to attract high value 
business.” 

Cllr Andrew Johnson, leader of 
Harlow Council, said the new campus 
would also attract new businesses. 

“This is excellent news for 
Harlow," he said. "The development 
of a university campus in our town, 
which we have long called for, is a 
huge boost for providing opportuni¬ 
ties for local people. 

“First-class higher education facil¬ 
ities are a must in developing Harlow 
as a place to live, work or visit.”

Church's magnificent mosaic 



A NEW book was published this 
year about an artist who 
created a large mural adorning a 
Harlow town centre church.

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Cannabis factory 
owner is jailed 


A MAN caught growing £45,000- 
worth of cannabis in his Harlow 
home has been jailed for three 
years. 

Atesh Kaya was arrested after police used 
thermal imaging equipment from a helicop¬ 
ter to detect the “cannabis factory” inside 
the Blackbush Springs house, Chelmsford 
Crown Court heard. 

The neighbour of the 41-year-old Turkish 
man had become suspicious about extra 
heat around the area of their stairs. 

When police raided the premises, they 
found evidence of 545 plants grown 
between January and November last year, 
the court was told last Wednesday. 

He had set up hydroponics equipment 
and had also illegally abstracted electricity 
worth £6,595.29 to operate the growing 
equipment. 

He had started the operation while living 
in Ellington House, Southwold Road, 
Clapton, east London but had since moved 
to the Harlow property 

Kaya admitted producing 545 cannabis 
plants, abstracting electricity and possess¬ 
ing 81 grams of cannabis resin worth £140. 

Rebecca Dix, prosecuting, said a neigh¬ 
bour had tipped off the police in July last 
year and police later raided property seizing 
equipment. 

“He arrived, was arrested and admitted 


they were his plants being grown for a com¬ 
mercial purpose,” she said. 

Mitigating, James Howard said the ven¬ 
ture was a “DIY job” and that Kaya “didn’t 
even know where to go to sell” the plants. 

He had been an interpreter working in 
courts and hospitals earning £3,000-a- 
month in the North East before losing his 
licence in 2004. 

His finances went on a “downward spi¬ 
ral”, becoming “addicted to cannabis” and 
deciding to grow his own. 

“It was a foolish escapade,” said Mr 
Howard. “He didn’t know what he was 
doing. 

“He used to cultivate vegetables and 
tomatoes and looked on the internet and in 


books. It was a DIY job.” 

He grew more than usual because of his 
lack of expertise and so some plants were 
bound to fail. 

Mr Howard claimed the electricity supply 
was not hooked up until July. 

Sentencing, Recorder Simon Spence QC 
said: “You must recognise that cannabis and 
production of it is illegal - whatever the 
perception and the reclassification - and it 
is not a harmless drug. 

“Many people start off on cannabis 
before going onto hard drugs - cannabis 
growers can expect little sympathy from the 
courts. 

“You established and ran what turned out 
to be a commercial cannabis factory.” 


Four escape burning house 


FOUR men had a lucky 
escape from a blazing 
house in Harlow, including 
one who jumped from a 
bedroom window. 

Firefighters were called to 
the house in Moorfield at 
3.20am last Thursday. 

Two fire engines from 
Harlow were sent to the 
scene and crews used 


breathing apparatus and 
two hose reels to extinguish 
the fire within 45 minutes. 

Three men suffered from 
smoke inhalation. 

Ambulance services said 
one man was treated for a 
leg injury and taken to the 
town’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

Neighbour John Scarff, 


who was woken by shouts, 
said: “It was lucky one of 
the lads had not gone to 
bed and went around 
banging on doors getting 
the rest of them out.” 

Station Officer Tony 
Galloway said: “The cause 
of the fire is unknown at 
this stage and an investiga¬ 
tion will be carried out.” 


Girl hit by ambo car 


A SCHOOLGIRL required hos¬ 
pital treatment after being 
knocked over by an ambulance 
car in Harlow which was 
responding to an emergency. 

The rapid response vehicle was 
travelling along First Avenue 
with blue lights flashing when 
the 13-year-old was hurt at 
3.10pm last Wednesday. 

The girl was treated for a leg 
injury and taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 


England Ambulance Service 
NHS Trust said the incident 
would be investigated. 

“Ambulance crews treated a 13- 
year-old girl for a leg injury 
which was not believed to be 
serious," she said. 

“[But] any incident such as this 
is thoroughly investigated by the 
Trust and we co-operated fully 
with the police on the matter.” 

A police spokeswoman later 
confirmed that they would not be 
investigating the incident.

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Aldi store delays 
f a threat to Stow'

A TRADER is calling for building 
work to start on the new Aldi super¬ 
market at The Stow to regenerate the 
ailing shopping precinct. 

The businessman, who did not want to be 
named, said he was existing on a month-by¬ 
month basis and the area was crying out for new 
investment if it is to survive. 

“The Stow is in dire need of investment - there 
just aren’t people coming through anymore,” he 
said. “I want Aldi. I want regeneration for The 
Stow and I think it is criminal that it is being 
allowed to die.” 

Harlow Council granted planning permission 
for the budget food chain to build a supermarket, 
along with 14 new homes and parking, on the for¬ 
mer Charvills car showroom site in February. 

But the permission was subject to Section 106 
agreements which are payments made by the 
developer to improve infrastructure in the area. 

Since then, the site has remained undeveloped. 

The businessman has contacted Aldi urging 
them to develop the site, but said the company 
blamed the council for the delays. 

“Aldi said they were very keen on moving into 
the area - and that they were pressing the council 
on a weekly basis,” he said. 

Over the past few months, there have been a 
number of closures at The Stow including the pet 



shop, balloon shop and an estate agent. 

Off-licence Thresher is under threat after its 
parent company went into administration last 
month, while plumbing shop WPA King is mov¬ 
ing to a site in Bush Fair, where it has its own 
parking. 

A spokesman for Aldi said details of negotia¬ 
tions with the council were confidential but 
added: “We are committed to The Stow site and 
the store will be open in due course.”

POLICE have issued a warning to residents 
following three burglaries in 24 hours in 
Harlow and Epping by men posing as water 
board workers.

The thieves knocked at the front door of a house in 
Barn Mead, Harlow, asking the occupant to check the 
water pressure. 

But after the men had left, the occupant discovered 
the money was missing. 

The suspects are described as white men aged 20 to 
30. One was described as of broad build with fair brown 
hair, wearing dark clothing and 5ft 6in tall. 

The second man was slim with a round face and 
approximately 5ft 4in tall. 

A second burglary saw a two-figure sum of cash 
being taken from a home in Little Pynchons, 
Harlow, between 5pm to 5.30pm. 

After being invited in, a man posing as a 
water board worker went upstairs, claiming 
he needed to do further checks while the 
occupant ran the water downstairs. 

The man was described as white, in his 
40s and around 5ft 4in tall. He was wearing 
a grey T-shirt and trousers and was clean¬ 
shaven with dark hair. 

A third burglary occurred at 6pm, where 
another fake water board employee tricked 
an elderly woman into letting him into her 
home in Chapel Road, Epping. 

Left alone in the kitchen area for about 10 
minutes, he took a three-figure sum of 
money. 

He is described as white, aged 21 to 22, of 
slim build and was wearing a dark, zipped 
jacket, dark trousers and a hat. 

A police spokeswoman said the burglaries 
“may be connected”, but that they are not 
linking them at this stage. 

Police spokeswoman Denise Harvey 
issued the following advice to residents: 
“During the darker months, leave a light on 
a timer switch so it looks like the house is 
occupied. 

“Accessible windows and doors should be 
fully secured at all times. 

“If you have a uPVC front door, make 
sure you throw the handle upwards and 
secure the deadbolts in place by locking with 
a key. 

“When retiring for the night, place any 
vehicle keys in a safe, but not obvious 
place.”

“THAT was great.” No finer 
accolade could have been given 
to Moot House Players’ latest 
production than that given by an 
enthusiastic young critic from a 
local primary school who had 
just enjoyed a stunning show of 
dramatic fun and fright. 

The amazing thing about the Players 
is how they can make so much 
happen in such a small space. All 
credit for the success of Wicked 
Woods must go to director Rosie 
Caswell. 

An adaptation of two scary tales from 
Russian folklore by Paul Regeli, this 
was a play for children of all ages ... 
including the adult ones! 

Paul certainly knows how to make 
children and adults laugh. His script 
was brought to life by some brilliant 
costumes and masks created 
specially for the show. 

The company was in typically fine 
form with Geoff Leeds, the 
storyteller, introducing some bravura 
performances. 

If the audience did not believe in 
witches at the start of the night, then 
they certainly did when Baba-Yaga 
(Henrietta Branwell) was unleashed 
on them. The children in the 
audience were very much on the 


side of heroine Vasillisa (Kerry 
Rowland) and everyone laughed at 
the antics of the Wolves (Tony 
Edwards and Michael Caswell). 

The heady mixture of fun and fear 
was maintained in the second story 
by David Schacht and Dan Powell, 
who played convincing characters 
tracking down the mysterious 
Firebird gracefully portrayed by 
Jennifer Southwell. 

The programme for Wicked Woods 


proved an essential piece of 
equipment for one young member of 
the audience. Handing it on to an 
adult, he reassured her that if she got 
too scared she could hide behind it! 
This truly was a great night out for all 
the family, and further thrills and 
spills will be in the offing when MHP 
prepare for their early February 
adaptation of the Dickens classic A 
Christmas Carol.

Explosive-filled thriller 
simply fails to ignite

LAW ABIDING CITIZEN

JUSTICE is blind - and by the end of F 
Gary Gray's gruesome thriller, it's also 
horribly burned, dismembered and 
disembowelled as a family man turns 
the tables on the lawmakers who let 
him down, with the help of his good 
friend Semtex. 

The moral conundrum that underpins 
Kurt Wimmer’s screenplay is constantly 
obscured by graphic violence and 
relentlessly sadistic revenge fantasies 
played out by the central character on 
the denizens of Philadelphia. 

His corruption at the hands of an unfair 
justice system and subsequent quest 
for retribution are supposed to blur the 
lines between good and evil, but the 
protagonists aren’t sketched in 
sufficient detail to carry the story’s 
flimsy convictions. 

Gerard Butler has evidently been freeze¬ 
framing The Silence Of The Lambs as 
inspiration for his performance as the 
family man turned vigilante. 


He chews lifelessly on every cliched 
line, while Jamie Foxx, as the crusading 
man of the law who must stop him, is 
just plain lifeless. 

In a deeply unpleasant prologue, 
brilliant inventor Clyde Shelton (Gerard 
Butler) is at home, playing the doting 
father to his young daughter (Ksenia 
Hulayev), when two thugs break in, 
stab and restrain him and his wife 
(Brooke Mills) and go after the girl. 
Clyde loses the two people he cares 
most about in this sorry world then, to 
add insult to unbearable injury, glory¬ 
chasing lead prosecutor Nick Rice 
(Foxx) cuts a deal with one of the 
perpetrators, agreeing a reduced 
sentence in exchange for testimony 
against the accomplice. 

“Some justice is better than no justice 
at all,” he contends, caring not a jot 
about Clyde's suffering. 

Ten years after the worst moment in his 
life, Clyde enacts his master plan to 
make Nick suffer just like he did, by 
attacking his colleagues Jonas Cantrell 
(Bruce McGill) and Sarah Lowell 
(Leslie Bibb) and the mayor (Viola 
Davis). 

Clyde even involves Nick's wife Kelly 


(Regina Hall) and daughter Denise 
(Emerald-Angel Young), so the 
prosecutor tries to reason with him. 
“You think your wife and daughter 
would feel good about you killing in 
their name?” he asks. 

“My wife and daughter can’t feel 
anything,” replies the widower coldly. 
“They're dead.” 

When more people die while Clyde is 
safely tucked away in prison, the 
prosecutor and his cop pal face the 
terrifying possibility that their prime 
suspect has an accomplice on the 
outside. 

Law Abiding Citizen plays out largely 
as expected, with lashings of blood and 
gore to remind us that Clyde is a 
psychopath who doesn't think twice 
about gutting his cellmate to pass the 
time. 

The hunt for the accomplice is a classic 
Scooby-Doo caper, replete with a 
ridiculous pay-off that is impossible to 
take seriously. 

Scenes between Butler and Foxx lack 
tension as both actors go through the 
motions, content to let director Gray 
have his pyrotechnic-laden fun.

HOW do you turn 15,000 dollars into 
100 million dollars? 

If you're enterprising Israeli-born film¬ 
maker Oren Peli, you write and direct a 
low-budget supernatural horror movie, 
shoot it at your own house in your 
spare time and watch as that modest 
vision becomes a 21st-century Blair 


Witch Project. 

Paranormal Activity is a phenomenon, 
scaring the bejeezus out of audiences 
with its deceptively simple narrative 
and grainy camerawork, captured by 
characters as they hunt for an evil spirit 
in their home. 

Various cuts of the film have been 
screened at festivals around the world, 
but the version set to terrorise British 
cinemagoers is a genuinely creepy 
encounter with things that go bump in 
the night. 


The writer-director cranks up the 
suspense gradually until we're almost 
holding our breath, anticipating the 
next episode of ghostly interference. 
Unlike the recent glut of torture porn 
thrillers, which slather the screen in 
blood and entrails, Peli's film exercises 
restraint to the heart-stopping finale. 
Less is more, and the suggestion of 
unseen evil in the house is far more 
unnerving than a blitzkrieg of 
expensive special-effects - what you 
can't see can kill you.

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Triumph of space and luxury 


The Gran Turismo is a car for 
those contemplating a premium 
saloon but wanting an 
engaging drive, writes Iain 
Dooley 

I t’s not a people carrier and it’s 
not a regular executive 
saloon. It offers as much room 
as a luxury limousine but it’s not 
going to be promoted as one. 

Not fitting a particular market 
sector is almost unknown for a 
BMW product - almost. The 
German firm’s X6 SUV changed 
all that. Blending performance 
saloon and regular premium 4x4 
attributes, it’s found a niche for 
itself. 

BMW hopes the same will happen 
to its latest left-field proposition, 
the 5 Series Gran Turismo. 

The 5 GT is something of a 
departure for the normally 
straight-laced BMW. Visually it 
blends 7 and (potentially) 
forthcoming new 5 Series at the 
front, with a little X6 and, again, 

7 Series at the rear. Far from 
broadcasting a mixed message, 
the overall look successfully 
illustrates the car’s dual role. 
BMW itself is keen to stress that 
the Gran Turismo is a car for 
those contemplating a premium 
saloon but wanting an engaging 
drive and more or a potential 
SUV buyer seeking the associated 
packaging attributes but not the 
over-tall stance and all-wheel 
drive.

The premium market is 
dominated by businesslike saloon 
or imposing SUVs and, to its 
credit, the 5 GT is neither. It is 
spacious though, and pretty 
much equals the 7 Series for rear 
cabin space. You really can 
stretch out in the 5 GT, while 
headroom is more than adequate 
thanks to the car’s generous 
sloping roofline. 

Front seat occupants will feel like 
they’re sitting in a 7 Series. The 
cabin design is the main reason; 
the fascia and instrumentation 
look awfully familiar, although 
this is no bad thing as it helps 
impart a premium ambience. 
Don't think the 5GT is just a 
hatchback 7 Series because it's 
not. Where the big limousine is 
all about wafting about, a 
cushioned ride and convention, 
this car offers an experience 


closer to that of a regular 5 
Series in the driving department. 
The bottom line is that the 5 GT 
is something that will make keen 
drivers smile. BMW's classic rear- 
drive layout has been retained, 
while the range of engines is 
predictably skewed towards the 
performance end of the scale. 

The firm’s variable rate active 
steering can be selected, as can 
active ride components including 
a clever rear-wheel steer 
function, all with the job of 
making the car behave like a 
proper sporting BMW. 

Engines play a big part, and 
BMW’s initial choice of 242bhp 
3.0-litre diesel plus 401bhp 4.4- 
litre twin turbo and 3.0-litre 
302bhp single turbo petrol motors 
do much to reinforce the car's 
premium positioning. Predictably 
the former will form the bulk of 


sales in this neck of the woods. 
It’s certainly powerful enough, 
and is more than quick enough in 
the real world. 

With BMW making great strides 
with its Efficient Dynamics 
technology, the diesel motor 
emits a modest (for its size) 
173g/km while 43.5mpg is the 
official fuel consumption figure. 
Clearly these are impressive 
numbers for a car of this size. 
Another impressive number is 
eight, the number of gears in the 
auto transmission. 

This smooth gearbox plays its 
part perfectly, much like the rest 
of the 5 GT's mechanical bits. It 
also contributes towards the car's 
overall efficient and refined 
performance; being in the right 
gear at the right time minimises 
wasted energy 

And you won't be wasting any 


time trying to shoehorn stuff 
into the car's boot. The hatchback 
shape hints at better than 
average versatility, although you 
do have a choice like you do with 
Skoda’s Superb. The 5 GT’s 'boot' 
opens to reveal a conventional 
loading slot, 

while clicking a different button 
on the key fob or tailgate raises 
the hatch in its entirety. 

If that's not enough, you can fold 
the rear seats forward for an 
increase in load space from an 
already perfectly acceptable 440 
litres to a very useable 1,700 
litres. Now you can see why it 
might be pitched as premium car 
for active people. 

Just for good measure in a bid to 
maintain the car's luxury 
ambience, the rear cabin can be 
had in either a conventional 
three seat or more grown up two 
seat configuration. The latter 
includes a fixed central armrest 
and storage compartment and is 
part of the flagship Executive 
trim level - the former is the 
more flexible SE trim option. 
Sometimes being neither one 
thing nor the other has its 
advantages. In the case of BMW's 
5 Series Grand Turismo, it's very 
hard to pigeonhole a car that 
offers a curious blend of limo- 
like luxury and SUV space. If the 
former is just too conventional 
and the latter simply not your 
bag, the middle ground is often 
the best place to be and be seen.

JAMES Huckle has completed a 
phenomenal year as he contin¬ 
ues to enhance his reputation as 
one of Great Britain’s great 
hope for gold at the 2010 
Commonwealth Games in India. 

The 19-year-old marksman, from 
Old Harlow, has claimed six gold 
medals this year at various events. 

These include the Youth Olympic 
Festival in Sydney, Australia, and two 
golds in an international competition fea¬ 
turing world class shooters in Amsterdam, 
Holland. 

Former Mark Hall School student 
Huckle, of Old Road, has represented 
Great Britain more than 10 times at senior 
level. He said: “Getting to the London 
Olympics is a long-term aim but you take 
things year by year and I want to get to 
India next year.” 

The 15th Commonwealth Games, to be 
held in Delhi in mid-October, are expect¬ 
ed to be the biggest to date, with a popu¬ 
lation of 15 million in the Indian capital. 

As well as working for his parents’ 
company which designs labels for aircraft, 
Huckle, puts a lot of time into his training 
at the United Glass Rifle Club in London 
Road. 

“I train 45 hours a week, following a 
training program that splits each aspect of 
my technique into multiple segments that 
I work on individually,” he explained. 

“This can mean doing drills and exer¬ 
cises that hone individual skills that come 
together to produce a good performance. I

go to the gym four to five days a week, 
working on basic strength and stamina.” 

Aside from the Commonwealth Games, 
Huckle will compete in the European Air 
Gun Championships in Norway in March 
and the World Championships in 
Germany in August in what will be a busy 
2010 for the youngster. 

Huckle will leave no stone unturned in 
his preparation. “I am soon hoping to have 
help from a performance analyst who can 
monitor me through bio-feedback when Ii 
shoot,” he said. 

“This means studying everything from 
my heart rate, to the amount of adrenalin 
pumping around my body to see how it 
affects my performance.” 

Huckle’s six-gold haul this year includ¬ 
ed first place in the Senior English Prone 
Championships (50m) and Senior Britisl 
Three Positions Championship (50m) atl 
Bisley in Sussex. 

The three shooting positions are laying 
down, kneeling down and standing. 

The Harlow ace also gained a gold 
medal in an international shooting compe¬ 
tition in Hanover, Germany. This was in 
the 10m air rifle section, where he set a 
new British U-21 record for his total score 
in the final. 

He fired 593 successful shots out of 
600 and of the eight finalists he finished 
top with 104.2 points out of 109.

They play in the Bishop’s 
Stortford, Stansted & District 
League. 

On that day Gavin hit two goals 
in a man-of-the-match display. 

“I tore them apart,” he beamed. 
It’s a far cry from five years ago 
when the former Stewards 
School pupil was first diagnosed 
with a tumour, which left him 
paralysed down the left side. 

He initially stayed at London’s 
Great Ormond Hospital but 
underwent surgery at the 
National Hospital for Neurology 
and Neurosurgery. 

He also suffered from 
agoraphobia - a condition 
brought on by post-operative 
trauma - and had to sleep 
downstairs at his parents’ 
Harlow home. 

Then just when he thought he 
was over his medical problems, 
his life was struck by disaster 
last year when doctors found 
another brain tumour. 

This was removed at the 
National Hospital for Neurology 
and Neurosurgery in October 
2008. 

Gavin, whose paralysis has 
eased considerably, now hopes 
he can simply concentrate on his 
football - and play for England! 
“It seems like in the last three of 
four months my body has 
turned the switch back on. I just 
want to play now. I’m a fox in 
the box,” he said. 

Dad Terry is tremendously 
proud of the way his son has 
battled through his life- 
threatening condition. “He has 
done really well. We are very 
proud of him,” he said. 

Earlier this year, Arsenal fan 
Gavin was invited to the 
Gunners training ground where 
he met all the players, who 
posed for photographs with him 
and signed autographs. This 
gave him a huge lift as he 
recovered from neurosurgery. 
Gavin now has to have brain 
scans every six months. 

Beyond England and the Euros, 
Gavin is looking towards the 
Paralympics in 2012. “I would 
love to represent Great Britain 
at the London Paralympics,” he 
added.

Doolan was unlucky not to get a 
goal on his 22nd birthday when 
Justham brilliantly tipped his 
amazing 40-yard effort over the 
bar.
